Tho St. Petersburg Jferald contains 


tlio -particulars of tho adventure of tlio 
Ii-ussion aeronaut Budolph, who-ascended 
m » boUoon, and had boon several days 
reported missing. 
"Tho day selected 
. lor tli o flight wasnot a Rood one, the wind 
being strong and boisterous'. My com- 
panion was Professor BaranovBky,'of the 
Meteorological. Observatory. On enter- 
ing the ear, I sang out to the twelve 
sailors holding it, to 'let go.' As the 
men dropped tlio ropes a sudden gust of 
wind struck tho balloon nnd clashed ifc 
against some -neighboring trees, tho 
branches of which tore a hole in the silk 
before it had timo to rise. I throw out 
ballast, bnt to no purpose. Tho car 
drilted along the ground till it ap- 
proached a lake, when I begged the Pro- 
fessor to leave it, with his instruments 
Ihe sailors, running up just thon seized 
liold ot the ropes and enabled Baranov- 
sky to got out. They begged me earnest- 
ly to do the sanio, on account of tho 
dangerous condition of the balloon, but 
I refused. 
Tho Professor being clear of 


tno car, I shouted to them to'let go.' 
All obeyed tho summons except ono 
man, who was carried several feet into 
tho nil- and dropped amid a general roar 
of laughter. After this tho balloon nailed 
along tolerably well, andflewfor fiftymiles 
through tho air, when, the gas being ex- 
hausted, it fell 
near tho village of 


Kootchi. In a very few minutes it was 
surrounded by men and women, who 
proceeded to tear it to pieces, and ap- 
propriate all the articles in the cor, in- 
cluding a fifteen guinea binocular glass, 
torgotten by Professor Baranovsky.

A prominent subject of these stadias 


At 
tho recent meeting ot the Ameicon Asso- 
ciation ot Science, Professor Atwaier, a 
chemist, gave some of tho results 'of 
these experimental atudies. 
Jn ouo hundred pounds of tho flesh of 


frcah cod there wo eighty-three pounds 
of water, and only seventeen pounds of 
Holids. In the same weight of salmon 
there are sixty-six and one-half pounds 
of water, and thirty-throe and one-halt 
pounds of solids. The moaning of these 
figures is that a family eating one hun- 
dred pounds of cod would be nourished 
by only one-sixth of it, while if they 
feed on tho sauao weight at salmon, they 
would find one-third nutritions. 


Next ia nutritive value to salmon come 


fat halibut, shad, and whiteflsh. Then 
follow mackerel, blucafih, lean halibut, 
striped bass, flounder, and lake trout 
Tike order in which they are placed indi- 
cates their relative value as food.

boef is leas nutritious than salmon, as it 
contains seventy-five per cent, of water 
Mid twenty-five per cent, of solids. 


While ildh is highly nutritious and 
.healthy, there is a somewhat exag- 
gerated notion that it is particu- 
larly valuable for brain food on ac- 
count of the large amount of phos- 
phorus which it contains. The notion 
owes some of its popularity to a remark 
alleged to have been made by the late 
Professor Agaasiz. "When I wish to be 
very brilliant," he is reported aa saying, 
"I eat fish for dinner.1' But Itofessor 
Atwater says, that the .notion is not 
founded upon fsct Whik fish is excel- 
lent there is DO evidence to prore that 
the flesh of fish is richer in phosphorus 
than are other meats.

Slw 
ends it up by bidding him "good ni«ht 
if the longitude please," for while she "i> 
wuatiug her taper,"his "sun's climbiii'i 
over the trees.* The poet has got tilings 
twisted because tho sun rises in New 
York three hours before it does in Saji 
Francisco, and if it were one or two o'clock 
in the morning after tho dance when-she 
was writing to her lover, ho, instead ol 
watching the sun rise was, if a good 
young man of regular habits, like all 
Pacific coast miners, just getting into 
bed. One needs to remember when cal- 
culating differences of time, that, al- 
though tho sun appears to move from 
East to West, tho earth actually does 
move from West to East, and that peo- 
ple West of us are, at any given moment, 
doing what wo were doing several min- 
utes or hours ago, not what wo will bo 
doing by aud by. On tho contrary, 
Eastern people have finished doing for 
tho day or night what we are doing at tho 
present moment—Free Press. 


On Behavior in a Crowd. 


The wholesome element, tho safety 


valve of a crowd, says a writer in London 
Society, ia the good example that may 
be set 
Happily, a good example is as 


infectious and efficacious as a bod one. 
Asa matter of social ethics every man 
ought to have made up his mind what 
win be his conduct if ho happens to bo 
in a crowd. It is impossible oltogethet 
to eliminate the explosivoness of a mob. 
A crowd very soon forms and puts into 
expression a popular judgment 
If a 


member of it shows any shortness of tem- 
per or badness of conduct, ho is speedily 
hustled and bonneted, and is left to form 
his own conclusions on tho nature and 
character of a democracy. 


There are always elements of dangei 


stored up in a crowd. Not without 
reason Socrates spoke of the Authenian 
crowd *a a kind of wild beast that re. 
quirea watching and studying. 
Often 


enough a crowd has proved itself a kind 
of wild beast that will tear its victim tc 
pieces. The great moralist, Mr. Pick- 
wick, has givou us an important lesson 
on behavior in a crowd. 
When ho 


arrived in tho burough of Entanswill and 
found it in a state of nprorioua excite- 
ment, his friends asked him what they 
had better do. "Shout with the crowd/' 
was that truly groat man's ready re- 
sponse. " But if there are two crowds ?" 
theyiuquired, "Shout with tho largest." 
" Volumes," aays Dickons, "could havo 
said no more;'' if indeed they could 
say as much. Unfortunately truth is not 
dependent on majorities. 
It is not to ta 


ascertained by any method of tho mero 
counting of noses. 


An historical essay might be written, 


which might prove very sad and terrible 
reading, on the enormities of erowda. A 
crowd is peculiarly liable to be acted 
upon disastrously br panics. In a panio 
more people are killed by the terror than 
by the circumstances that inspire the 
terror. A mob will go utterly mad with 
fright It will prove itself utterly defi- 
cient in caution, coolness and courage. 
Thus on board a linking or burning ves- 
sel some people will go mad with frenzy 
and others break into the spirit room. I 
once hoard of tho ease of a clergyman 
who, 
just before preaching, discovered 
tlmt the church was on fire. Ho, never- 
theless, ascended tho pulpit, gave out a 
text, and delivered what was the shortest 
sermon in the world. Ho then dismissed 
them in a quiet and orderly fashion. Tho 
reverend gentleman had an admirable 
instinct respecting behavior in a crowd.

Triuimeil Bonnet^ for Aulumu. 


The pokes, small bonnets and iarge 


round hata, of which importations of 
French millinery consist, have distinct- 
ive trimmings that depend 
entirely 


upon the size and shape of the bonnets. 
Feathers are used upon them all, aud 
this is the only feature they have in 
common. For pokes the object is to 
display the outlines of the bonnet. 
hence the ribbons are placed very llatly 
and _the feathers curl away from the 
side instead of being clustered against 
it and concealing it. Plush and velvet 
are the materials most used for pokes, 
and these are smooth on the frame, tho 
shirred interiors being less used than 
formerly. 
Contrasting 
colors 
arc 


chosen for lining brims, and this is of 
shaded plush, or else of very long pile 
pluah.of a becoming shade, as crovetlo 
or shrimp pink plush is inside of a 
bronze plush poke, orange plush lines a 
mordorc, or golden brown, bonnet, and 
ombre rod plush makes a stylish facino- 
for myrtle green or black pokes. To 
complete such a bonnet it is enough to 
use watered or satin ribbon three or 
four inches wide, double it across the 
back of tho crown, fasten it with a ilat 
headed gilt pin on each side, and let it 
fall thence in strings. 
Then on the left 


side is a very large pompon of ostrich 
feathers of the color of the plush, above 
which are two short ostrich tips that 
curl outward from the bonnet. This is 
very elegant when made of myrtle green 
plush, ribbon of the same color, wa- 
tered on ono side and satin on the other 
a myrtle pompon and two tips that are 
shaded green and gold. The pins of 
gilt have star-shaped heads, and three 
similar pins are thrust bias just below 
the crown on the curtain band. Other 
pokes have the ribbon passed up from 
behind tho crown, lapped on top and 
tied in a stiff, old-fashioned bow that 
lies on the right side, thence passinc 
down as if to tic the sides close to th" 
head, and then forming strino-s 
long-looped 
bow with 
tho° loop 
drooping 
softly 
and 
short end 


fastens 
the 
bonnet 
under 
th 


chin. Sometimes the ribbon bow is tiot 
at the top of the crown on the left sid 
and its two loops are sewed flatly o 
the back of the crown; this bow seem 
to hold tho panache of feather tips 
which curl outward and forward on the 
left side, and may consist of any mini 
her from two to six, or even eight. Fo 
young faces nothing can be prottie 
than the pokes of mossgreen plush wit 
rose pink lining next the face, anc 
both colors repeated in tho feathers 
while for tho more elderly the orange 
and dark ruby facings will bo used with 
old silver colors outside, or brown 
scabieuse, or myrtle green. A rucln 
of ostrich feathers on tho edgo of 
i 


poke is also becoming, warm-looking 
and tones the complexion. The beaver 
and felt pokes sold in the shops are 
trimmed in the simple styles just do 
scribed, and now that ribbon is used a 
great many ladies will bo succcssfu 
with their own millinery. 


For small bonnets the foundation 


are larger than those worn last year, 
and tho trimmings arc much fuller thai 
any seen on pokes. Tho brims are 
slightly raised above the front hair, 
and maybe lined with shirred velvet 01 
with striped or " ploughed" plush, am1 
the edge of the Tjrim is finished with 
rows of long largo faceted beads cithei 
of jet or of the colors used in the bon- 
net, and these beads arc tied ton-o 
with gilt cord by tho milliner as she 
sows them on. There are also large 
balls of tinsel, graduated snialler to- 
ward the sides, to be used for the same 
purpose. Bias plush, lain in corrugated 
folds, is outside the brim of smalfbon- 
nets, while the crown ia flat. Plume 
nodding 
out 
from the 
crown on 


the loft or a very largo aigrette or 
pompon, 
and somo 
fanciful orna- 


ments of old silver, or polished brass, 
or metal in the shape of insects or ong 
pins, complete the trimming. 
The 


strings are invariably of ribbon—plush, 
satin, moire or changeable satin Surah. 
If ribbon is used for trimming, it has 
the effect of Alsacian bows, though 
merely placed in two rows, broadened 
at the ends instead of being looped. 
Laces also have the same Alsacian e licet 
given by plaiting in clusters on each 
aide of the front. Plaited brims are 
seen on many velvet bonnets, and there 
are some cap crowns, though smooth 
crowns, beaded crowns and feather 
crowns, especially those of the golden 
pheasant, are preferred. The now che- 
nille and guipure lace is aUo prcttily 
massed on the crown, or else allowed 
to fall over the edgo of the brim in a be- 
coming way. 
Chenille and plush llow- 
ers of large size, roses, dahlias, nastur- 
tiums, asters and lilies are clustered on 
the left side of the bonnet quite high 
up, instead of drooping as thev former- 
ly did. Birds are also much used on 
iraall bonnets. They are generally cut 
In half from beak to tail, and some- 
times only the head and breast are 
used, but more often tho whole length 
of the bird is given. It is placed with 
the head upward on tho top of tho 
t>rhn, and a bit of French sentiment 
•hows turtle doves, or the pure white 
dove, with a ribbon about tho neck that 
seems to tie it to the bonnet. 


The Longchamps, Bolero and Gains- 


borough round hats are of velvet, plush, 
jeaver or felt, and are trimmed with 
feathers, birds and bias scarfs of plush 
or velvet, with some guipuro and che- 
nille lace. The accordeon crown is tho 
novelty for such hats. This is a four- 
corned piece, stifly lined, and restiuo- 
jpon folds like those of an accordeon! 
The effect is very pretty in black vel- 
vet, with tho brim lined with solid jot 
ralloon, edged with large faceted jet 
>eads, and many nodding ostrich tips 
outside.--Harper's Bazar. 


Freezing Fish for the Fall. 


Some time ago we printed an inter- 


isting description of the process of 
reezing fresh fish by a method patent- 
ed by Mr. D. W. Davis, of this city. By 
';his process tho fish are paced in layers 
>f pulverized ice aud then frozen solid, 
0 that they come out as fresh and 
>lump as when first caught. It will be 
nteresting to read a brief description 
of the process. A galvanized iron pan 
hirty-five inches long, twenty-five inch- 
is wide and four inches deep will hold 
ibout thirty pounds of pulverized ice 
md fifty pounds of fish. The fish, after 
>eing packed in these pans with the pul- 
verized ice, are piled in bins with alter- 
nate layers of ice and salt, which arc in 
ho right proportion to produce a tem- 
rarature of zero. There they remain 
or twelve to fifteen hours, after which 
tmo the fish and pulverized ice in each 
>an will havo thoroughly congealed into 
1 solid cake—tho fish scarcely percepti- 
ble—just like a square block of ice cut 
out of the river in midwinter. 
Thcso 


blocks of iish are then packed and 
stored away in massive freezing cham- 
bers, where the temperature is nbver al- 
lowed to rise above the freezing point, 
and where they remain just in exactly 
the same fresh condition as when 
caught, until thoy are ready to be sold 
to the dealer.—Detroit Post and Tribuitc.
